The Italian people demanded war 
against their allies because they saw 
in it the only way to realize their 
long dream of completing the work 
begun by Cavour and Mazzini, and 
carried out by Victor Emmanuel of 


Savoy and Garibaldi, that of bring- 
ing together as one country the Ital- 


ian territories that had for centuries 
been ruled by foreign Kings and 
Princess. In the united Italy that 
was born little more than half a cen- 
tury ago, the provinces of the Tren- 


tino and Istria were not included.

This war is not one war, but a series of wars. 
Already it has produced a revolution in Russia 
which makes that of 1793 in France look very 
small. It may produce revolutions in two neutral 
countries, and it is completely altering the rela- 
tions of capital and labor wheréver it touches. 
The world revolt against Prussianism will, in my 
judgment, be long and full of surprises. 

U-boat and land battles are only a part of the 
drama, and not the greatest part. In my per- 
sonal opinion the submarine bulks too large in 
your eyes and too small in ours. 

Since the defeat of her plans to capture Paris in 
six weeks and dictate terms from there, Prussia 
has been resorting to a long series of makeshifts, 
including the attempt to capture Calais and dom- 
inate Hngland and the second attempt to get to 
Paris by way of Yerdun. Both were foolish and 
ghastly. : 

These attempts have been succeeded by the 
makeshift of the submarine, which is not. more 
likely to end the war than the more repeated at- 


4tacks for Calais and the frustrated attempts to 


reach Paris. Other failure were the attempts to 
cut the Suez Canal and to thwart the British at- 
tempt to capture the business end of the Bagdad 
railway. 

All these things have been fully described in 
American newspapers, and yet they do not seem 
to arouse Americans to the fact that people fight- 
ing for their lives, as are the Prussigns, become 
as full of resource as a man endeavoring to avoid 
bankruptcy. 

“My brother, William,’ said the Queen of 
Greece the other day, referring to the Kaiser, “is 
fighting for his dynasty.”’ 

He has the full backing of all the powerful land 
owners. He has the somewhat shattered back- 
ing of the army and navy. He has complete con- 
trol of the newspapers, which every day tell their

months longer, the war will end by the capture 
of Calais, the opening of the road to Paris 
through Verdun, or the starvation of England and 
France by the submarine.

Your Civil War, that was ex- 
pected to last six weeks. lasted more -than four 
years, and ip that case neither side was up against 
the prevaratior of 40 years. 

Peovle, in my opinion, @well too much upon 
things which after all, are only the passing events 
of the war. Ag the present time many people 
in the United States are dwelling upon the inertia 
of the Russian military forces, a serious factor, 
no doubt, but not an overwhelming one. 

The three greatest factors of the war Were: 

Firstly, the magnificent defense put up by 

the practically unprepared French republic; 
secondly, the entrance of five British nations 
into the war on the stde of England: Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and the 
nttnor colontes, and India, and, thirdly, the 
slow arousing of the United States and their 
entrance in the war in defense of world lib- 
erty. 
It is those factors which nssusedty will win 
the war, assisted as they are by the Italian ham- 
mering: of Austria and India’s help in the Far 
East. There are many other points, such as the 
capture of Germany’s African colonies by the 
South Africans and British and the work of the 
Japanese navy. 

.We allies are all agreed that the domination of 
the world by the Prussians, as Belgium was to be 
dominated, would make the world a place in which 
it would be wrong to create children. But Prus- 
sia knows how to have her hands in every na- 
tion’s pockets, and she still hopes to make some 
side-stepping peace which will enable her to pre-

People who escape from Germany and come 
here ask if we are really at war, just as an En- 
glishman landing in New York and entertained in 
a whirlwind of cabarets and banquets, might ask 
if the United States is at war. 

The very fact that our reserves are being 80 
slowly exhausted by the German submarine block- 
ade and the very fact that the United States are 
going into the war so slowly is indicative of what 
the final end will be—long-distant though I believe 
it to be. In my opinion Britain ought to have its 
food rationed, just as France rationed her sugar. 
We ought to be reserving every kind of food now, 
if only as a factor for safety in the far future. 
I have no doubt, indeed, that if tonight I should 
transport myself to Sherry’s, the Astor, the Plaza 
or the Knickerbocker, I could have exactly as good 
a dinner on May 24, 1917, as on the same date in 
1914. 

This same remark icpiies in London, except 
that at hotels we have only new spring potatoes 
glowing under glass and two ounces of bread per 
head. 

You have the greatest authority on rationing in 
the world in Mr. Hoover. I am sure that he would 
agree with me that.this state of affairs is wrong 
on either side of the water. It makes for a long- 
er war. The world’s food supply is limited. The 
industrial population of the world will be af- 
fected by the food shortage and this will result in 
labor troubles, all making for a longer war. 

On the basis of my belief this strife will be 
drawn out to an extent not anticipated by many 
le. We are satisfied with the position of the 
allies, Wat wish we could do more for France in 
food, ships, coal and, above all else, in men. 

If Americans are infested by light-hearted op- 
timism concerning the duration of the war, they 
must not blame the censorship, who on this side 
of the water at the present moment, is behaving, 
to the best of my belief, quite nicely, even if only

WORLD FOOD CONTROL. 
The question is asked why, in view of the great 
resources of the United States and the certainty 


| that we will have a large surplus of foodstuffs, 


there should be fear of food shortage here and 
necessity for food control in this country. 

In order to understand the seriousness of the 
food situation and the necessity of food control, 
it is necessary to go beyond conditions in Amer- 
ica and consider world conditions. We must view 
the supply and demand of the world and our rela- 
tions to our allies in order to realize the pressing 
necessity of our taking immediate and effective 
steps to increase our food production, eliminate 
waste and control food distribution and consump- 
tion in the interest of economy. 

Mr. Hoover, Dr. Taylor and other experts on 
food control, in their urgent arguments for con- 
servation of food and the elimination of he 
speculation and waste are not considering the 
supply of the United States as compared with 
the needs of the American people, but they are. 
considering the available supply of the United 
States and of the world, outside of the territory 
occupied by the central Powers, and the needs of 
the United States and all of our allies and de- 
pendents. ie 

If the American people had only themselves 
to provide for we could live in luxury, but we 
must provide for our allies; we must try to sup- 
ply those nations not at war, with actual neces- 
saries. We do not stand alone. All nations are 
competitors in the world market for food needed 
beyond their own résources. If the competition 
were open and no special effort were made to in- 
crease and control supplies, food prices would go 
sky-high and many, even here in America, would 
be starved. 

Our interests in food are now bound yp with 
our allies. We must see that they have the food 
necessary to sustain their armies and their pop- 
ulations. We must see, also, that other nations 
do not draw away from us by competitive bidding 
so much of our food supply that we shall suffer. 
The world conception of the food supply and. de- 
mand is illustrated by the ocean level. The food 
will inevitably flow in accord with supply and 
demand, and it is our business to see that the 
supply is increased as much as possible and 
demand is reduced to its lowest living terms. 

In short, we must pool our food supplies with 
those of our allies and by careful conservation, 
efficient control of distribution and the elimina- 
tion of waste and other evils, make the total 
supply meet the total demand. 

It is only when the people understand that our 
apparent plenty must be shared with those who 
are wofully short that they will comprehend the 
necessity of rigid economy and efficient control, 
The plan of'a world food dictator is based upon 
the necessity of adjusting the total supply every- 
where to the total demand everywhere. 

When peace comes the demand will be greater 
and we must help to meetthe needs of the starv- 
ing populations onder the control of the central 
Powers. : . 

The grain shortage on the basis of normal yieids 
and of estimated demand reaches something like 
400,000,000 bushels. The time has been too short 
to reap the benefit of thoroughly organized effort 
to incréase production, but there is a prospect of 
greatly increased yield of foods of ali sorts and 
with economy and efficient control of distribu- 
tion this year’s need may be met. 

Fortunately, we have vast resources largely un- 
developed. With organized co-operation and ex- 
pert direction; with efficient economical distri- 
‘bution; with waste eliminated, the problem may 
be solved without excessive hardship. We have 
not yet marshalied all of our resources and forces 
nor touched the real work of conservation and 
economy.

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‘ SHERIFF WHITE’S APPOINTMENT. 

: announcement from Springfield, Ill, that 
J A. White of Murphysboro is to be appointed 
warden of Chester penitentiary has an unpleasant 
sound. White is the Murphysboro sheriff who 
made a circus of a hanging, with himeelf as ring- 
master, and was only prevented from playing a 
return engagement by the interposition of Gov. 
Dunne, who reprieved from time to time the con- 
demned man who was to have been the principal 
attraction at the second performance. 

The Illinois law forbids public executions, but 
allows a Sheriff to appoint as many deputies as 
are needed for the maintenance of order on the 
day of exeution. Sheriff White appointed hun- 
dreds of “deputies” so that they could see the 
show. Gov. Dunne heard about it and interro- 
gated the Sheriff, who assured him that the con- 
demned would be hanged “according to law.” In- 
stead the law’s intent was annulled and the hang- 
ing was made a gala spectacle. 

The Governor demanded that the law be ob- 
served in the second hanging. Sheriff White re- 
fused to alter his plans for another exhibition. 
Gov. Dunne prevented it by reprieves as long as 
he was in office and by commuting the sentence 
to life imprisonment when he retired. 

The impropriety of placing in charge of the 
penitentiary a man who, despising the law, madé 
of its most solemn exercise a degrading spectacle, 
is manifest. 


With ex-Minister Wu as Premier of China, 
doubtless a series ef questions is already in con- 
tinuous process of telegraphic transmission from 
Pekin to Berlin.

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, A WAR LEGISLATURE. 

The special session of the Texas Assembly 
which recently adjourned\has been called ‘‘the 
war Legislature’ in that State, because of the 
many measures enacted due to the national sit- 
uation. One of these enables the commissioners 
of any county to expend not more than $1500 an- 
nually in instruction for home canning and pre- 
serving of fruits and vegetables. Texas authort- 
ties say this meets an urgent need, as, owing to 
the long growing season in many section of that 
State, little attention has been paid to preparing 
foods for winter. In anticipation of a campaign of 
this kind, chambers of commerce and other mu- 
nicipal organizations have been ordering tin and 
glass cans for the use of the people, 

But the real war measures of the recent legis- 
lative body were those providing funds for the 
national guard of the State, which had never be- 
fore been placed on the same footing as the or- 
ganization of other states as to mobilization funds. 
Also a fund to build up the State police or Rang- 
ers, as they are called, for the purpose of guarding 
the Mexican border should it become necessary 
for the Federal Government to withdraw all of 
its troops from that section. 

A bill was passed legalizing the ‘State Defense 
Council,” which was inSrmally organized some 
weeks ago, at the suggestion of the National Gov- 
ernment. In this step, Texas is perhaps ahead of 
other states.

If it is made plain by the present war 
that the world stands pretty solidly against anything 
of that sort, as it is standing against Germany today, 
that lesson will not have to be taught again for a long, 
long time. That is the big thing of the war, as I see

WOULD ABOLISH VALETS 


Wealthy Class Is Keeping Too 
Many Men From Useful 
Labor, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, May %.—Waste of 
labor through irregular employment and 
maintenance of large numbers of valets 
and flunkies are responsible for the 
present apparent labor shortage, Samuel! 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, declared in a 
statement today. He recommended that, 
instead of lengthening working hours to 
meet Government war demands, em- 
ployers take greater care to provide 
steady employment and wealthy per- 
sons reduce their corps of servants. 

“Large corporations, such as steel] com- 
panies, when they find that they can- 
not readily pick up a hundred men for 
one or two hours’ extra work,” Gomp- 
ers said, “have at once declared «a 
scarcity of workers. In Government 
navy yards and other establishments, 
the work is now carefully planned in 
order to keep their force of workers 
constantly employed. 

“One of the first steps in organisz- 
ing for efficient production, is to abol- 
ish the flunkies and the valets. Too 
many who might give productive serv- 
ice are engaged in useless labor that 
thight better be dispensed with. 

“The experience of Great Britain 
under war conditions and the expert- 
ence of managers of industries prove 
conclusively that the wisest plan, not 
only from the standpoint of production, 
but from that of maintaining the viril- 
ity of our nation, is to continue the 
eight-hour day wherever it has been 
established and to establish it where it 
does not already apply.” 


$110,000 YUCATAN MONEY 
STAKE IN NEW YORK SUIT 


American Engineers Seek te Recover 
Funds They Allege They Advane- 
ed to Fleeing Governor, 
NEW YORK, May 2%.—Méney which 
is part of a million-dollar haul that a 
former Governor of Yucatan-is declared 
to have made in the treasure vaults of 
that Mexican State before he fled from 
a Carranza army, is the stake in a legal 
fight begun in the Supreme Court here 
by two American engineers, Thomas H. 

Nicholas and Augustus G. Ladner. 

The Sheriff of New York attathed 
money in a safe deposit box here, at 
the request of Yucatan. An attorney 
for the American Surety Co., repre- 
senting Yucatan, told the jury that 
the money was part of -approxi- 
mately $1,130,000 to which Ortez Argu- 
medo helped himself in February, 1915, 
when, as Governor of Yucatan, he dis- 
pleased Carranza and filed. Counsel 
for the security company said Nicholas 
and Ladner would have to prove that 
any of the money belonged to them and 
not to the State of Yucatan. 

The engineers’ attorney nelated to 
the jury a story of- a march by #00? 
Carranza soldiers under order to cap- 
ture and shoot Gov. Argumedo. WNich- 
olas and Ladner dynamited railroads, 
blew up gunboats and mined harbors. 
the lawyer said, and impeded Carranza’s 
army until Argumedo escaped. Further- 
more, the attorney said, Nicholas gave 
the fleeing official financial aid, turn- 
ing over $45,000 of his own money and 
$65,000 of Ladner’s. This is the money 
for which the engineers are now suing.

Thees guns have been 
dragged up by thousands of motor 
vehicles, the wheels ofg which have 
sharp spikes clamped to their tires 
to grip the icy roads and in the final 
stages of the climb by the strength 
of thousands of powerful men.

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14 inch guns have teen mounted since 
last December. 

The motor vehicles for this work have 
been built in the factories of the Fiat, 
Itala and Isotta-Frascini companies, 
Which have enormously increased their 
capacity in the last two years and are 
now devoting themselves almost exclu- 
sively to this work, and to that of bulld- 
ing motors for aeroplanes. 

Two new types of aeroplanes have 
been developed in Italy, as both have 
been adopted and used on a large scale 
by the British aeronauts. These are tife 
Caproni, a very large machine, capable 


of carying five passengers and having 


& speed of from 4 to § miles an hour, 
and the Nieuportini, which are diminu- 
tive Nieuports, carrying only one pas- 
senger, but having a speed of from 7 
to 100 miles an hour. The Caproni are 
used on bomb-dropping expeditions; the 
Nieuportini are the mosquitoes of the 
air service.

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FIRST REGIMENT 
WILL PUT ON WAR 
GAME NEXT SUNDAY 


Three Companies to Attack One 
Defending Art Hill in 
Forest Park. 


TO ASSIST RECRUITING 


Manuevers Expected to Help 
Bring Regiment Up to Full 
War Strength. 


Plans for recruiting to fwll war 
strength the First Regiment of the 
Misouri National Guard, were dis- 
cussed by Adjutant-General Donnel- 


ly and officers of the regiment at a 
luncheon at the Missouri Athletic 
Association yesterday. 

As a practical demonstration of the 
high efficiency of this regiment it 
Was arranged to put on a war game 
in Forest Park next Sunday. In the 
event that Gen. Donnelly can procure 
blank ammunition, there will be 
realistic demonstration of modern 
warfare, with probably three com- 
panies attacking Art Hill and one 
company Gefending.+ Tents will be 
pitched in the park Saturday night, 
and early Sunday morning visitors 
will have an opportunity of seeing 
the St. Louis soldiers cooking their 
own breakfasts. 

It is expected that thousands of 
people will be attracted to the park 
to witness the war maneuveres, and 
that recruiting will be stimulated. 
When recruited to war strength, the 
First Regiment will have 2.002 men. 
It needs 635 additional men to bring 
it to war strength, and Gen. Donnelly 
and officers of the regiment hope to 
obtain these recruits before regis- 
tration day, June 5. Recruiting sta- 
tions will be opened at* different 
points in the city, and a vigorous 
campaign will be conducted to get 
the men. 


Recruiting Stopped Once. 

The regiment had stopped recruit- 
ing, after being filled to peace 
Strength, but when the order was 
recently issued to recruit to war 
strength it became necessary to make 
Plans for quickly getting the rq- 
quired men. The new Fifth. Regi- 
ment, which is being recruited here, 
has enough men for peace strength, 
but it too probably will be recruited 
to war” strength. 

Gen. Donnelly said yesterday that 
enlistment in the First Regiment 
would bring to a St. Louisan many 
advantages that would not be derived 
from enlistment in other units of 
military service. 

“The First Regiment,” he said, “was 
the first regiment mobilized in the 
United States last year when the or- 
der for mobilization for border serv- 
ice was issued, It was the first regi- 
ment on the border. It has always 
had a notable career, and dates back 
to Mexican War times. Frank P. 
Blair was Colonel of this regiment 
during the Civil War. There was no 
body of soldiers on the border last 
year that ranked higher in military 
capacity and public esteem than the 
First Regiment. 

“The advantage of joining the First 
Regiment now are: It is already mus- 
tered into Federal service, and those 
who have joined will not have to 
register June 5. Wherever it goes 
it will be known as a St. Louis regi- 


ment, comprised wholly of St. Louis 
men, and there will be a city of 
nearly 1,000,000 back home Keenly in- 


terested in its welfare. St. Louis will 
have a pride in this regiment, and 
will see that whatever comforts the 
boys need are supplied. We want 
men of good mental, as well as physi- 
cal caliber, who will uphold the tra- 
ditions of the regiment. 

“Those between the ages of 2! 
31 are not likely to be allowed 
volunteer after registration day. They 
will have hold themselves in 
readiness for the draft. After that 
date, only men under 21 and over 31 
will have the opportunity of volun- 
teering and joining a St. Louis regi- 
ment. There are so many advantages 
in joining a St. Louis regiment that 
every St. Loujsan subject to military 
duty ought to get in as soon as pos- 
sible. Those who join the regulars 
are sent away to distant’points and 
loge their identity as a part of the 
fighting force of St. Louis.”

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In a few seconds there was a terrible explosion on the Russian cruiser in the vicinity of the pilot bridge. 


Captain Lieutenant von Muecke tells 
for the first time how the famous 
German cruiser crept into the har- 
bor of Penang in the early morn- 
ing, sank the Russian cruiser Jemt- 
chug, then sent a French destroyer 
to the bottom and escaped after 
being chased by a third warship 


F all the exploits of the famous Ger- 
man cruiser Emden in the Indian 
Ocean, the most audacious was her 
entrance into the harbor of Penang, 
Where she sank the Russian cruiser 
Jemtchug and the French destroyer 
Mousquet. The first officer of the 

Emden, Captain Lieutenant von Muecke, he who 
commanded the 48 Emden survivors who made their 
way from the vessel’s graveyard on Keeling Island 
back to Germany, has told the story in detail for 
the first time in a book which he has written covering 
the two months and more in which the Emden was 
engaged in raiding the commerce of the enemy. 

In the latter part of October, 1914, Capt. von 
Mueller of the Emden had roamed about for several 
days without discovering the sign of a merchantman. 
As the ship had just been put into gdod condition 
he felt that some new service must be found for 
her and decided to attack some port at which the 
enemy was taking on coal and provisions. The most 
likely place which suggested itself to him was Pe- 
nang, as he had gathered from newspaper reports 
that the French armored cruisers Montcalm and Du- 
pleix frequently put in there. So, says Von Muecke, 
in “The Emden” (Ritter & Co.), the Captain set 
himself to the task of attacking these or any Other 
ships that might be lying in the harbor: 

“On the night of Oct. 27 to 28,” Captain Lieutenant 
von Muecke relates, “the Emden arrived at a point 
just outside of Penang and was approaching the har- 
bor at full speed. It was her commander’s intention 
to run in as soon as the day dawned. The narrow 
entrance offered too many difficulties to make it ad- 
visable to attempt it by night. Moreover, it is in the 
early hours of the coming day that human weariness 
is most likely ?o assert itself and so make the pros- 
peet of success by surprise more hopeful. 

“Aboard the Emden all hands were waked bright 
and early. The ship was cleared for action to the 
utmost: that is, everything was put in a state of 
absolute readiness for battle. A hot and hearty 
breakfast was served to the men. Clean undercloth- 
ing and fresh suits were put on, to lessen, in so far 
as possible, ail danger of infection in case of wounds. 

“Without a light showihg, nor a bit of smoke escap- 
ing, and with every man at his post, the Emden drew 
near to the enemy's port. It was just before sunrise. 
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Captain Lieutenant Hellmuth von Muecke. 


The night was dark. But in these southern latitudes 
the full light of day bursts suddenly upon the world 
with the rising of the suh. Here and there, in the 
darkness of the night, we passed a lone fishing boat 
lying near the entrance to the harbor, one or two of 
which we would have run down had it not been for 
the watchful eye of the officer on duty, who managed 
to steer clear of them. 

“Close to the entrance of the harbor we saw, to 
port of us, a bright white light that appeared and 
disappeared with lightning-like rapidity, remaining in 
sight only a couple of seconds at a time. Beyond a 
doubt it was an electric light and was therefore, ap- 
parently, some sort of outpost or sentinel~ vessel. 
We felt quite sure of this, although we did not catch 
sight of the ship itself. The-fact that it was here in- 
dicated the presence of warships in the harbor. 

“On the Emden the fourth funnel, which had done 
us good service on many a former occasion, had, of 
course, again been set up. 


-flashed into the sky. 
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“Just as our ship had reached the inner roadstead 
of Penang, the first darting rays of the coming day 
We had arrived at just the 
right moment. During the brief and quickly passing 
dusk of dawn we discovered a large number of ships 
lying in the harbor. Apparently they were all mer- 
chantmen. The closest scrutiny failed to reveal any- 
thing that looked like a man of war. We were just 
beginning to think that this time we had made a mis- 
take, when suddenly, in the midst of all the mer- 
chantmen that were showing lights, we saw a dark 
object on which there was,not a light to be seen. It 
had every appearance of being a warship. In a few 
minutes we had come close enough to see that, be- 
yond a doubt, it was some kind of’ war craft. Then 
suddenly, on this dark and suspicious looking object 
there appeared three lights at equal distances from 
each other. Our first thought was: Those are the 
stern lights of three destroyers that are lying side 


by side. 

“But soon we realized that-this could not be the 
case. The tull of the vessel, that was now getting 
more and more distinctly visible was evidently too 
large to be that of a destroyer. Unfortunately, the 
ship in which we were so interested was lying in 
the.current, which brought her stern pointing to- 
ward us, and we could not, therefore, get a side view 
of her. Not until the Emden had approached to a 
distance of not more than 200 meters, had passed 
by and taken a position to the one side of her, did 
we recognize the Jemtchug. 

“On board peace and quiet reigned. All hands were 
sleeping strenuously. We crept so close up to her 
that even in the prevailing dusk of the early morn- 
ing the Russian cruiser was easily recognized. Not 
an officer on. duty, not a watch on the lookout, not a 
man of the signal service to be geen. We sent our 
fifst torpedo whizzing over to her from our starboard 
broadside tube, while at the same time our broad- 
side poured shells into the forepart of the Jemt- 
chug, where the crew was sleeping. Our torpedo hit 
the enemy’s cruiser aft. The jar which shook the 
ship as our torpedo struck was plainly visible. There 
was a slight upward movement of the after part of the 
ship—from about a quarter to a balf meter high— 
and then the stern slowly settled. 

“Now matters began to look lively on the Russian. 
The doors leading on to the deck from the officers’ 
rooms were torh opén. A large number of the officers 


. 


came running out, but did not seem to have a very ° 


definite idea of where their battle stations were, for, 
without any further ado, most of them ran as far aft 
as the flagstaff and then promptly jumped overboard. 
They were followed by a whole company of sailors. 
Meanwhile our rapid gunfire, delivered at close range, 
was doing devastating work on the Jemtchug. 


“At a distance of 400 meters and very slowly, the * 


Emden passed by the hostile cruiser from stern to 
bow, pouring broadsides into her all the while, Be- 
fore many minutes bad passed the fore part of the 
ship looked like a steve. Smoldering firés were eat- 
ing their way through the interior of the ship. Great 
holes in both sides of the hull made it possible to

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"extravagance in the North which 
' seandalized fereign observers — 
Prices of foodstuffs and necessities 
in 65, and wages of workers 


HE recent sale of flour above $17 a barrel 
was not unprecedented. At the close of 
the Civil War flour touched $17, and other 
foodstuffs and mecessities, high in price 
today, were up in proportion during that 
troublous period, at a time, too, when 
wages were far below the standard of 

Statistics show us that we are today passing 
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= quence of nervous business in unsettled times. 
'_. The people’s attitude toward war in the ‘60s differed 
_ from ours, however, in that all gayety was taboo for the 
' first two years of that memorable struggle, and rigid 
"economy was practiced everywhere and upon all oc- 
©  ecasions. But the people seemed to tire of the war and 
- im the third year, apparently unmindful of the nation’s 
| gorrows, reverted to pleasure seeking, and soon the 
i ra dance, the card party, the reception, and all other forms 
> .- of entertainment and sport were in full sway and 
well patronized. 


Nowhere in the world was the laboring man so pros- 
perous as in the United States before the Civil War, and 
the same may truthfully be said of the American work- 
' ‘mg man before the present war. But with the intro- 
- @uction of paper money and the prospect of war in 1860, 
— this condition suddenly changed and peace in the indus- 
- trial world gave way to discontent. Labor was scarce 
> and it assumed an attitude of hostility toward employ- 
> ers and.took concerted measures in self-defense. The 
main cause for this revolution was stationary wages in 
the face of rising prices.of commodities. 


The situation in New York City, for example, taken 
from newspaper reports of 1863, after prices had been 
rising almost two years, is typical of the period in this 
respect. Eggs had then reached 25 cents a dozen from 
15 cents in 1861, cheese, 18 cents a pound from 8 cents; 
potatoes, $2.25 a bushel from $1.50, and for all the neces- 
sities of life there was an advance of 60 to 100 per cent. 
Wages lagged; the blacksmith’s increase was only from 
$1.75 to $2 a day, that of common laborers from $1 to 
$1.25, bricklayers, $1.25 to $2, and the average increase in 
all trades was about 25 per cent, or less than one-half 
the increase in prices. 

Labor then engaged in a determined strug- 
gle with capital and succeeded before the 
close of the war in securing additional in- 
creases, to about 60 per cent of the increase 
in prices. 

In resisting increased wage demands capital 
called to its aid every possible form of cheap 
labor. More employment was given to wom- 

en, young boys, immigrants and negroes, and 
more use was made of labor-saving machin- 
ery. 

To a surprising degree women were already 
the rivals of men in the industrial world 
when the war started. Such important indus- 
tries as those of the cotton, woolen and paper 
mills, and the manufacture of shoes and rub- 
bers were very largely dependent upon women, 
while many others employed them to a less 
extent. In all, according to one estimate, 
they performed one-fourth of the manufactur- 
ing of the country. But this was their method 
of sharing the burden of war-—supporting 
themselves and the family while the men 
were at the front. 

The correspondent of the London Times 
wrote in November, 1863, concerning the 
changed attitude of the American people in 
the third year of the war: 

“There is something saddening, indeed re- 
volting, in the high glee, real or affected, 
with which the people here look upon what 
ought to be, at any rate, a grievous national 
calamity. The indulgence in every variety of 
pleasure, luxury and extravagance is simply 
shocking. * * * There may be a great deal 
ef empty bravado, of bluster and swagger, in 
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Extrava vance of the American People During

In June of the follow- 
ing year the New York 
Independent said: 

“Who at the North 
would ever think of war, 
if he had not a friend in 
the army or did not read 
the newspapers? 

“Go into Broadway, and we will show you what is 
meant by the word ‘extravagance.’ Ask Stewart about 
the demand for camel's hair shawis, and he will say 
‘monstrous.’ Ask Tiffany what kind of diamonds and 
pearis are called for. What kind of carpetings are now 
price no object. What kind bt carpetings are now 
wanted? None but ‘extra.’ Brussels and velvets are now 
used from basement to garret. Ingrains and three-plys 
won't do at all. Call a moment at a carriage repository. 
In reply to your first question you will be told, ‘Never 
such a demand before, sir.’ And as for horses, the medi- 
um-priced, $500 kind are all out of the market. A good 
pair of ‘fast ones, all] right,’ will go for a thousand dol- 
lars sooner than a basket of strawberries wil] sell for 4 
cents. Those a ‘little extra’ will bring fifteen hundred 
to two thousand, while the ‘superb,’ 2:40 sort, will bring 
any price among the ‘high numbers.’”

Interest in horse racing underwent a pronounced re- 
vival. This sport before the "60s had been almost en- 
tirely given over to the Southern and border states: 
during the war racing was inaugurated in the North, 
with parks at Chicago, Washington and Boston, al] unit- 
ed in a national circuit, and, it is written as an instance 
of extravagance: 

“Twenty thousand dollars in stakes at the Laclede 
races in St. Louis, $5000 at the Hartford Driving Park, 
$10,000 at the Union course on Long Island, all in the 
great battle month of May, 1864; $3500 in stakes again 
at Hartford in the fall of the year, enormous stakes also 
in Louisville, Philadelphia, Paterson, Saratoga, Chicago, 
Boston and Washington furnish evidence of the popu- 
larity of the sport and the free flow of money. Enor- 
mous crowds were present throughout, despite battle 
news, enlistment, the draft and the excitement of poli- 
tics during a great presidential campaign. The masses 
weemed eager to spend their money for amusement and 
the rich men eager to invest in a ‘flyer.’ At the agricul- 
tural fairs, both county and state, the same spirit was 
manifested; the farmers complaining that at all these 
gatherings the supreme interest which ought to be be- 
stowed upon the merits of cows, sheep, pigs and chickens, 
was being diverted, under the reign of ‘King Shoddy,’ 
to the horse race and the sideshow.” 


In the third year of the war, a dark time for the 
Union, the people suddenly acquired a taste for grand 
opera in Italian and German, and many companies 
toured the country and played to crowded houses. The 
circus and minstrel shows flourished, and, in fact, 
every sport, from a prize fight to college athletic events, 
drew enormous crowds and diverted interest from the 
war. 


The New York Journal of Commerce, in the middle of 
the war, found picnics and outings in full blast, and 
termed it moral heroism because those who attend “rise 
early and take their household flock with them. They 
carry enormous baskets. They ,pack themselves three 
feet deep into stages or wedge themselves into cars, or 
stand in the burning sun on the decks of crowded steam- 
boats. During the afternoon a shower sets in and drives 
the party to the shelter of the largest tree.”’ 


As a diversion, indulgence in reigning fads was quite 
overdone. Photographs were a popular novelty, and a 
call for new troops and subsequent enlistments filled the 
photograph galleries with young soldier boys and their 
friends. Photograph albums, introduced from Paris, 
were instantly popular and young women expected them 
as presents and thereupon besieged their friends for pic- 
tures. 

The cause of such extravagance was due in a measure 
to prosperity and a plentiful supply of money in the 
hands of both rich and poor. Poor people had more 
money than ever before, gained through constant em- 
ployment, wages as soldiers, immense bounties to sol- 
diers and sailors, and great charities for the support of 
soldiers’ families. 

One thing was plain: many of the leaders of the time 
cried out against ruthless extravagance. They could not 
conceive a state of war as a time to be given up to 
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levity or the satiation of frivolous desires. War to 
the great men of that time was a solemn re- 
sponsibility fraught with man’s highest duty 
to his country. 


The editor of the Providence Journal called 
a halt on those who “suddenly. found them- 
selves in receipt of unwonted sums: who 
have made more in a week or in a month 
than they are accustomed to gain in a year, 
whether the sum be a thousand dollars or a 
million, as well as those who have had large 
fortunes in their control; it is such men and 
women that are in especial danger of rushing 
into extravagance as unbecoming the state of 
our country as it is injurious. It is too often 
forgotten that extravagance is relative. The 
poor soldier’s wife who spends two-thirds of 
her husband's bounty for jewelry is really 
more extravagant than many a rich man 
would be in buying a $3000 shawl.” 

William Cullen Bryant, in the New York 
Evening Post, also raised his voice for the 
opposition: 

“Extravagance, luxury, these are the signs 
of the times. Are they not evidence of a 
state of things unhealthy, feverish, threaten- 
ing to the honest simplicity of our political 
life; and threatening not less evil to the ideas 
and principles of which that life has hitherto 
been a fair exponent? 

“What business have Americans at any 
time with such vain show, with such use- 
less: magnificence? But especially how can 
they justify it to themselves in this time of 
war? Some men have gained great fortunes’ 
during the past two or three years, but that 
does not excuse their extravagance. Is there

The nest egé, some of them medicated with a 80- 
lution to cure poultry skin diseases, has been patented, 
but the latest inventions touching the poultry industry 
are goggles, to prevent chickens having their eyes pecked 
out by other irate fowls and @ device to register the 
number of eggs laid by each hen. 

So inventions come in day by day, covering every CoB- 
ceivable field of human activity. 
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“The Emden was not flying her flag at the time, nor 
was the ship that was approaching showing her colors. 
When about 6000 meters distant from us, she ran up the 
tri-color. She was coming at us at right angles to our 
course and apparently did not know just what to make 
of us. When we had reached the 4000-meter range for 
our shots up went our battle flags. The Emden turned 
easily to port, presented her broadside to the enemy and 
our first shot went humming over to her. 

“The Frenchman turned hard about to port, pul on 
all steam and tried to run away from us. It was too 
late. The Emden’s third salvo had lodged five shells 
astern in her opponent. A detonation followed, ap- 
parently an explosion of ammunition; then a great cloud 
of black coal dust mingled with white steam shroude1 
the whole stern end of the fleeing ship.

OW many submarines has Germany at work? 

What is the German submarine reeeny ca- 

pacity todey? 

Wahy ts it that so many sudmarines. creep 
up on their quarry, fire one torpedo, sink the ship and 
get away without ever being seen, leaving the real doubt 
as to whether a submersible or a mine actually did the 
work? 

In what manner do the U-boats operate; how are they 
“mothered” and supplied? ‘Where do they renew their 
gasoline and oilf How do they avoid capture? 

Do they work singly or in pairs; or how? 

These are but a few sample questions. If the British 
Admiralty could answer them all or even some, or if our 


own naval strategists had the correct solutions to the 


problems presented, the rest might be easy. 

I have just talked with an American of a German 
name. For years before the war he was employed by 
a great German corporation having, offices in New York. 
These connections have given him the entree into the 
highest inner circles of the Kaiser's propaganda in this 
country. He has quietly learned much that ts denied 
absolutely to the average American, or even to the every- 
day German of no particular standing. Unthinkingly the 
New York Prussians have betrayed many secrets to this 
man, whom I shall call Johann Schmidt. And he has 
confided them instanter to the proper American authori- 
fies. 


Here follow some of the facts as he has presentei 
them to me. 


ERMANY’S most successful and highly de- 
veloped class of submarines has been, of 
course, the U-type. These are the terrors 
of the undermurk which have succeeded 

» in crossing the Atlantic (the Deutschland. 
for example, which turned the trick 
twice) and those similar undersea demons 

which have sunk the Lusitania and other passenger 

craft. 

“Yes,”’ Herr Schmidt told me, “but the German nava! 
men are not resting content with such successful types 
At this very moment they are building submarines 25 
} er cent larger than anything we have yet seen or heard 
of. Some will be at work by June 1. If America has 
not been waked up before that she will be then—this 
not in the form.of a threat, but as a warning that Uncle 
Sam must not lay back, content with estimating the 
submarine menace on the U-boat basis. Already Ger 
many is five years ahead of the rest of the world in 
submarine development, and there is no telling how 
much farther ahead this new type will take her. 

“On May 15,” added my informant, “they were turn- 
ing out four submarines a week. After June 1 they 
will be building them at the rate of eight every seven 
days. This much I know. Soon it may be possible, with 
the new standardization 
of parts, for Germany to 
turn out submarines at 
rate of 1000 a year.” 

Herf Schmidt said to me 
that Germany now has 
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looked like the periscope of a U-boat. 


Germany also possesses many floating drydocks, which 
make excellent building ways. 

Here are a few more facts he gave regarding the build- 
ing of the typical Teutonic submarine:

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an extra crew. They go on a cruise, shift, rest and ge :* 
at it again. 7 

The conning towers (the Germans dub them “com-_ 
manding” towers) are shielded with armor from two - 
and one-half to three inches in thickness. 

The false superstructure carries from two to four life- 
boats, life preservers, rafts, etc. 

In the larger and newer types they are pianuing toe 
carry from two to eight folding hydro-aeroplanes, each 
with a spread of 30 feet and a length of 22 feet.

The leading submarine carries the extra gas- 
oline and supplies and acts as a scout ship. She sighta 
a vessel, reports its speed and direction and then sub- 
merges—her task is done. 

“The two torpedo carriers on either flank immediately 
change their courses so as to converge on the prey and ~— 
they arrive, one on either side of her—they get her ~ 
between them. The boat in the rear keeps them in- 
formed as to the doomed ship's progress and submerges : 
at the last moment. She carries the extra crews for 
the fighting pair.

“How shall we get around this?” was the question 
immediately propounded at one of the Von Tirpitz coun- 
cil meetings. 

Germany always does things in this methodical Way. 
One bright mind found the solution. Attacking subma- — 
rines were equipped with explosive mines containing 800 — 
or 400 pounds of nitroglycerin or some other equally . mS

nothing worthier than personal adorn- 
ment? Are there no enterprises open to 
these men of fortune which would benefit 
the country and their fellows as well as 
themselves ?”’ 

One of the notable features of the life 


of the North during the Civil War was| 


the steady growth of agriculture. In spite 
of the universal enlistment of men in the 
army and the movement of population to 
the mines of the West, bountiful harvests 
followed one another each successive 
year. In the leading agricultural centers 
there was a continued peaceful expansion 
and in all states the people centered at- 
tention on the undeveloped agricultural 
resources, much as they are doing today. 

Although the crops of 1859 were proba- 
bly the largest in the history of the coun- 
try up to that time, the production of 


wheat in this year was surpassed in every | 


year of the war. In this year 138,000,000 
bushels of wheat were produced by the 
loyal states; in 1862, 177,000,000 bushels, 
and the leading agricultural states, in 
three years, doubled their output. Hogs, 
cattle and sheep also were plentiful, yet 
high prices ruled. 

But extravagance, such as had never 
before been experienced in .the United 
States, probably had as much to do with 
high prices during the Civil War as the 
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economic condition forced by the struggle 
itself. And this at a time when the na- 
tion was threatened by the greatest crisis 
of its history; when hundreds of thou+ 
sands of young men were making every 
known human sacrifice on the battlefield 
that the Union might be preserved.

After two years there he founded the Sperry Electric 

Co. in Chicago and made arc lamps, dynamos and other 

electrical contrivances. He later organized the Sperry 

Electric Railway Co., which made cars in Cleveland, O. 

This concern was bought out by the General Electric Co. 

in 1894 and from then until 1910 Mr. Sperry was busy 


with inventions of various kinds. Just at present he is - 


president of the Sperry Gyroscope Co. 

So much for the high lights in Mr. Sperry’s career. 
Now will be given a few of the things Mr. Sperry has 
accomplished in his 56 years. Of course, he was laughed 
at considerably, like all inventors of anything really 
worth while have been: 

He made the aeroplane fool proof by his invention of 
the Sperry stabilizer, for which he received a prize of 
$10,000 from the French Government. 

He invented the gyroscope compass, which accurately 
records direction at sea. The old-style compasses sent 
many ships on the rocks, especially after steel vessels 
began to be used, because they wére rendered faulty by 
the attraction of the metal ship. 

He erected the highest electric beacon in the world 
(about 350 feet) on Lake Michigan, in 1883. 

He invented the first electric chain mining machine. 

Devised a detinning process and machinery for mak- 
ing fuse wires. 

He recently constructed, in Brooklyn, the most pow- 
erful searchlight in the world. 

Devised radig set for aeroplanes which is much lighter 
and more compact and practical than those which had 
been in use. 

Invented aerial torpedo, to be discharged from an 
aeroplane and guided by gyroscopes. 

He holds more than 250 patents, in the United States 
and Europe. 

The nature of Mr. Sperry’s device for destroying sub- 
marines cannot, of course, be given out now, and it is 
not certain that it will do that which its inventor claims, 
but persons who are closely acquainted with Mr. Sperry 
are confident that if the device at present is not just 
what is wanted, it soon will be. They point to the fact 
that his stabilizer was the product of many years of spec- 
ulation and effort, The U-boat device has occupied his 
time almost exclusively for months and months, and he 
is known among his friends and even in the scientific 
world as a man who never gives up. If there is any- 
thing he believes in above anything else it is hard work. 

Mr. Sperry has a son, Lawrence, 23 years old, who, ac- 
cording to the parent's own words, is his father’s “right 
eye and right arm.” The son is associated with him in 
his Brooklyn factory, but in addition is an aviator and 
just now is in the service of Uncle Sam in that capacity. 
it was he who drove the machine in France which dem- 
onstrated the merits of the Sperry stabilizer and brought 
his father the $10,000 prize. The story of that contest 
is an interesting’ one.

the judges saw a man in an aircraft walk out to the tip of one of the wings, without 
disturbing the machine’s equilibrium, they k»ew the problem was solved.

The French, early in 1914, realized that something 
must be done to make the aeroplane “fool proof.” A 
huge contest was arranged and staged on' the Seine, be- 
tween Bezons and Argenteuil in June of that year. One 
of the entrants in the contest was a Curtiss machine 
equipped with the Sperry stabilizer. 

The Sperrys had demonstrated their device in this 
country, but had not been able to convince anyone that 
they had something that would really revolutionize 
flying. The Aero Club of America had seen possibilities 
in it, however, and the machine was entered in the 
French contest through that organization. 

When the time came for the Sperry machine to leave 
the ground Lawrence was at the wheel and he had a 
mechanician with him. A huge crowd had assembled, in 
which was the mother of the young aviator. 

Young Sperry hadn’t been aloft two minutes until the 
erowd sensed that something unusual was about to be 
done. In a few minutes more the spectators came to a 
realization that such stunts as Sperry was then per- 
forming never before had been done in the air. 
clfmax came when the mechanician climbed out 


wing of the machine and stood there while the huge craft. 


on 
swept along on am absolutely even keel. Then the driv 
stood up in his pit and elevated his hands to show 
it was not even necessary to keep them on the controlling 
levers. The enthusiasm exceeded all bounds. 

After the official test young Sperry was besieged by 
French and Russian officers to take them aloft, which 
he obligingly did. The prize of 50,000 francs was unhes- 
itatingly awarded to the Americans and it is whispered 
that the elder Sperry could have made a lot more if he 
bad turned over his invention to France, but he was too 
good an American for that. When they returned to this 
country they were received with open arms by every- 
one interested in flying. 

The Sperry aeroplane stabilizer really consists of four 
gyroscopes, each about three inches in diameter. They 
are placed under the hood of the machine and thus 
maintain four horizontal elements, so that when the 
machine inclines to front or bebind, to right or left, the

gyroscope act on levers which work automatically and 
instantly re-establish the horizontal position of the 
machine. The device is 18 inches across and 12 inches 
high. If the engine stops in flight the machine vol- 
planes automatically and it rights itself in a gust of 
wind before the aviator can perceive that it has devi- 
ated from normal. Several improvements have been 
made upon it recently. 


It was the gyro-compass which first brought Mr. Sper- - 


ry wide fame in the scientific world and it has proved 
to be a real boon to navigation. Previously, the func- 
tions exercised by the compass were furnished by the 
magnetic needle, which is supposed to point always to 
the north, but which is always affected by so-called 
“magnetic storms,” and also by large adjacent masses of 
metal. This kind of a needle was always seriously affect- 
ed in battleships and its variations were responsible 
for a large number of accidents at sea. 


The principles on which the gyroscope is applied to 
the compass is roughly as follows: A plane will con- 
tinue to spin in one direction and in the same plane as 
long as its rotation is maintained and it is not dis- 
turbed. Hence its axis about which it spins also re- 
mains unchanged. Point this axis to the north and as 


long as the gyroscope spins the north will be accurately — ; 


indicated. As the ship swings a card or dial under this 
needle indicates how many degrees to right or left the 
ship is steering.

went ft one better and subsequently produced an indi- 
cator, situated in the central control station on a battle- 
ship, which shows the exact number of degrees of a 
target to right or left. 
bearing indicator” and all of our modern fighting ships 
carry it. 

The compass was such a genuine success that its in- 
ventor earned by it alone the hearty respect of naval 
men the world over. The Germans have claimed the 
priority in the invention of the gyro-compass and they 


have put them on all their dreadnoughts, but the extreme ~ 


probability is that they adapted some of the Sperry ideas 
after their well-known fashion, and then, likewise quite 
characteristically, took the credit. 


Mr. Sperry’s gyroscopic compass would not have been 
a success, however, had it not been for. an old man out 
in Indiana. The wheel of the gyroscope spins more than 
10,000 revolutions a minute. The centrifugal force caused 
by this terrific speed would tear into bits a whee] made 
of any of the hitherto known hard metals because they 
are so heavy. 

But this Indiana genius has perfected a method of 
hardening copper and aluminum until they are harder 
than the hardest steel. He had been turning out these 


metals for a couple of years and they made possible @ 


successful submarine compass. 


The old man alone knows the secret of making metals 
hard enough for gyroscopic work. He places the original 
metal in a meiting pot and reduces it to a molten state. 
Then the old man goes to his safe and takes therefrom a 
handful of white powder, which he throws into the pot. 
There is a slight explosion and then the metal is well 
stirred. It comes out so hard that a cold chise!| made 
from it will cut the hardest steel. The old man refuses 
to divulge his secret and there is a fear that it will 
go with him when he dies. 


The only thing thus far voucheafed concerning Mr. 
Sperry’s anti-submarine invention is that it is of such 
a character that it can be put in operation in the war 


zone almost immediately. No elaborate preparations are 


necessary and no extensive construction work is needed.

Organized 
by an act of the first Continental Congress in 1776, it ably assisted the jack 
tars of the American navy in the Revolution. It next earried the Stars 
and Stripes to Tripoli in the war with the Barbary Coast pirates and raised 
it over Derne. They.saw service in the war of 1812 and in the Mexican 
war a force of marines marched with Scott and raised the flag on Cha- 

pultepec. 


It was United States marines under the command of Robert E. Lee 
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the capture of John Brown and his associates, putting an end to that fiasco. 
They are next heard from in the Civil War when they landed in New 
Orleans and planted ‘‘Old Glory’’ in that city. They were with Dewey at 
Manila and first to land on the shores of Cuba in 98.

Marines 
also made up a large part of the force from the American fleet which cap- 
tured Vera Cruz.
